/ is declared in the Grad Charter of the liberty of England, cap.29. That no- 
| F ree-man ſhall be taken, or impriſoned, or be diſſei3'd of his Free-hold, or Li- 

'berties, or Free Cuſtomes , or be outlaw'd, or exil'd, or any other way deſtroyed, Ner any 

Sentence paſſe upon him, nor condemn d but by lawfull Indement of his Peers, or by the Law 
of the land : Andthat juſtice, or right, ſhall be ſold, deny'd,or deferr a, to noman : Which 

{a1d Charter ( obtain'd by the vaſt expence of the wealth and blood of this moſt puiſ- 

' fant Nation) hath been confirm'd by two and thirty ſeverall Acts of the Free Parlia- 
ments of Englard, explain'd, and inlarg'd, in the Petition of Right, 3. Car'. From time 
to time afſerted dy this preſent Parliament, as the onely foundation of al Government ; 
' and ever heretofiye entruſted, and of late frequently avowed to be maintained accordingly 
(and ſo ſecured, rannot be altered) by all the Power and Authority of the whole Kingdome 
of England : Butnevertheleſle for the advancement of ſelf-ends, hath been, and at pre- . 
ſent is invaded ; he ordinary conſe of Juſtice obſtructed, or partially difpenſed ; Our 
Pofleflions every ay more and more ſciz'd on, ſurcharg'd, and drain'd ; till at laſt this 
whole Nation dobecome a prey to the avarice and ambition of a prevailing Fadtion ; 

whoſe unſetled condition, (notwithſtanding all pretences of caſing our preſent grievan- 
ces, wherewith wehave heretofore been too frequently deluded) cannot poſſibly ſubſiſt, 

but by the excrciſcof a boundleſle power over the people, and their proper inttreſts : 

. We, the Freemenof England, (deeply ſenſible of the pres . and having nothing before 
ur eyes, but the fear of God, the hononr of our Country, the love of our own, and of the ſafe- 
by of our poſterities , and a fervent deſire, that Truth and Peace may be ſetled among#t us ;, 
Not reflefing upon the particular deſugnes, of any ſelf-ende4 party , Nor fearing, or ſuſpe- © 

&ing, the rage, or power of any adverſaries whatſoever , ( 7 regardleſſe of themſelves, as. © * 
/ #0 draw upon their ow a gen guilt of innocent bloud. ſo ignoble in ſþirit,and prodigious to 
' nature,as to neglett or betray the known Intereſts of our common birth-right . a» ſo antbank- 
full to ws, as to oppoſe, enix. ar dif =ol:fh +a fer 0768 and -haFards which we ſhall willingly 
wndergo for rbe Vindication and defence of the Liberties of: opr .Countyth , Nor doubting the 
rſoiſtance of any true-hearted Engliſh man; which they naturally.owe, gnd have general 'y 4- 
vowed (in the Parliament Proteſtation, Oath of Affociation, ahd Nationall Ceycnant) 
20 contribute unto us, in this our ſelf-defence ; Nor diſmay'd atany difficulties or dangers

_ 1. Heſe Reſolutions, with the Petition of Right, are to be publiſhed throughout this Kingdeme ; and 
the People gain'd by the Gentry and Miniſtery to a right underfanding of the ſame. 

2. A competent Brigade of the moſt ſufficient, faithfull, and moderate Military perſons, are te imbody 
themſelves im every County as near a4 poſſibly they may at one time, who are not to violate or charge the * 
Country. Whoſe Office it muſt be, 

I. To ſuppreſſe all Force, and to put the whole power of the Land ( man, woman, and child) into a po= 
ſture of defence, againſt all oppoſition to the preceding reſolutions : Some expedients being contrived for a 

. mutual intercourſe of Intelligence,and aſſiſtance therein, | 
2. Toremove all Oppreſſions and _ Impoſitzons, and to reftore every Free-man to his juſt rights and 

liberties ; all Offenders againſt the publick Intereſts, being remitted to the Law. 
And for this cnd ic is to be wiſhed, 


That one or more Tribunals be thereupon eretted within every County of this Dominion s 
who are to adviſe, inthe premiſes ; and finally to determine in matters of difference 
(without coſts and delaics of ſervice) within their reſpetive Diviſions, @ - 
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
